PUC  Students  Assist  in  Rescue  911

This  weekend  in  Hammond,  six 
PUC  students  and  staff  helped  Rescue 
911  reenact  an  early  August  incident 
when  several  men  lifted  a  crashed  truck 
off  a  little  girl.  Rescue  911  is  a  televi¬ 
sion  show  on  CBS  hosted  by  William 
Shatner  (Star  Trek)  that  recreates  amaz¬ 
ing  rescues  from  almost  fatal  situations. 

Graduate  Sylvia  Lopez,  students 
Mark  Chestnut,  Natalie  Kime,  Pat 
Gulotta,  Director  of  Development  and 
Alumni  Relations  Gary  Edwards  and 
Custodial  Engineer  Jimmie  Sanders 
were  the  Purdue  faces  on  the  scene. 
Sylvia  Lopez  (currently  working  for 
WGN  radio),  Natalie  Kime  and  Pat 
Gulotta  were  production  assistants  and

1994,  a  Ford  FT  150  pick-up  truck 


crashed  into  Grand  Food  Mart,  6850 
Calumet  Ave.,  Hammond,  hitting 
Matthew  Crozier  ,5,  and  pinning 
Heather  Crozier  ,7,  under  the  truck’s 
tire.  David  Bell,  a  35  year  old  East 
Chicago  resident,  pulled  up  just  as  the 
accident  happened.  Bell,  with  the  aid  of 
Adrian  Miller,  a  Gary  resident  who 
worked  across  the  street,  Shawn 
Conner,  a  junior  at  Purdue  Calumet,  and 
three  others  lifted  the  truck  off  young 
Heather,  saving  her  life.  Bell,  who  has 
ten  children  of  his  own,  recalls  being 
enraged  once  seeing  the  girl  pinned 
under  the  truck. 

“It  was  like  seeing  your  child  under 
there,”  Bell  recalled,  “I  was  mad.  I  was 
angry.  And  I  was  cussing  a  little  bit 
too.”  Bell  says  that  these  emotions  and 
the  help  of  God  were  what  aided  him  in 
lifting  the  truck  off  the  girl. 

It  was  this  incident  that  attracted 
Rescue  911  to  the  scene  of  the  accident

Not  just  a  class  — 
an  experience

“Just  as  a  human  body  needs 
a  regular  checkup  to 
maintain  its  health  -  your 
business’  communication 
needs  a  regular  assessment  to 

maintain  its  efficiency ” 

This  is  the  motto  of 
Proactive  Communication 
Consultants,  a  non-profit 
organization  made  up  of  PUC 
students  in  Dr.  Thomas 
Roach’s  Problems  in  Public 
Relations  class.  The  class 
takes  place  in  a  real  business 
setting. 

This  unique  class  is  made 
up  of  19  students.  Each  student 
takes  on  certain  responsibili¬ 
ties  such  as  Chief  Executive 
Officer,  Vice  President  of 
Operations,  Vice  President  of 
Communications,  Treasurer, 
Sales  Committee  Chairperson, 
External  Marketing  Director, 
Research  Director,  Marketing 
Director  and  other  staff  and 
committee  members. 

These  students  seek  a 
client  and  perform  a  communi¬ 
cation  audit  throughout  the  17 
week  semester. 

According  to  Effective 
Public  Relations  (6th  edition, 
Cutlip,  Center  and  Broom),  a 


communication  audit  is  “a 
complete  analysis  of  an  orga¬ 
nization’s  communications  - 
internal  and  external.  (It  is) 
designed  to  ‘take  a  picture’  of 
communication  needs,  policies 
and  capabilities,  and  to  uncov¬ 
er  necessary  data  to  allow  top 
management  to  make 
informed,  economical  deci¬ 
sions.” 

The  class  is  working  right 
now  to  get  a  client.  The  pub¬ 
licity  committee  sent  out  press 
releases  and  brochures  to  local 
newspapers  and  radio  stations 
and  an  ad  will  run  on  a  local 
cable  television  station. 

Once  a  client  is  found,  the 
only  costs  are  operational 
expenses,  such  as  publicity 
expenses,  photocopying,  and 
gas  millage.  PCC  only  requires 
half  the  money  up-front  for 
these  expenses,  which  is  a 
minimal  amount  compared  to 
other  audits  which  can  cost 
$10,000  to  $25,000. 

Roach  is  president  of 
Thomas  Roach  and  Associates, 
a  public  relations  company  in 
Joliet,  IL  and  hires  students  to 
work  in  his  company.  Since 
PCC  is  non-profit,  “companies 
are  paying  nothing  for  time; 
the  students  are  not  getting 
paid,”  said  Roach.

Student  Government  had  its 
first  meeting  since  the  recent  res¬ 
ignation  of  Alfred  Weems  m  at  2 
pjn.  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  21. 

Jenifer  Benedict,  new  SG 
president,  resided  over  the  meet¬ 
ing.  Since  Benedict  was  vice 
president  of  legislation  and  has 
moved  to  president,  a  gap  in  the 


order  of  officers  needed  to  be 
filled.  A  deputy  speaker  also 
needed  to  be  appointed. 

Benedict  appointed  Regina 
Hurst,  a  SG  senator,  to  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  programming  with  the 
senate’s  approval 

“Regina  is  the  most  qualified 
to  hold  the  position,”  said 
Benedict.  “She  has  a  lot  of  man¬ 
agerial  and  organizational  experi¬ 
ence  and  is  very  connected  with 
the  campus.

The  majority  ruled  in  favor  of 
Hurst  as  the  vice  president. 
Senate  approved  to  postpone  the 
appointment  of  deputy  speaker 
until  their  next  meeting.

Entrepreneurship  Center 
ultimately  benefits 
all  of  us 

Purdue  Calumet  announced  today  an  initiative  that  will  have  little 
direct  effect  on  you  as  a  student,  but,  presumably,  significant 
indirect  benefit. 

Our  decision  to  establish  a  campus-based  Entrepreneurship 
Center  is  intended  to  be  an  investment  in  the  success  of  local 
entrepreneurs  and  their  businesses — and,  hence,  ultimately, 
the  economic  development  of  our  region.

By  that 
he  means  they’re  out  of  business  before  their  10-year  anni¬ 
versary — primarily  due  to  insufficient  business  know-how. 

Given  that  there  are  some  15,000  small  businesses  in  the 
northwest  Indiana  area — the  majority  employing  fewer  than 
20  workers — and,  given  that  many  of  those  businesses  hire 
our  students  and  graduates,  you  have  a  vested  interest  in 
these  employers’  success. 

Economic  prosperity 

“Many  of  our  local  economic  leaders  are  convinced  that 
die  success  of  small  businesses  is  the  key  to  economic 
prosperity  in  our  area,”  Chancellor  James  Yackel  said,  “Our 
establishing  an  Entrepreneurship  Center  is  an  investment 
in  economic  development.” 

The  Chicago-based  Coleman  Foundation  agrees  and  is 
supporting  this  initiative  with  a  three-year,  $180,000 
challenge  grant.  By  doing  so,  Coleman  has  challenged  other 
institutions  collectively  to  match  its  investment  and  help 
fund  this  training. 

Coleman  is  sold  on  our  center  because  of  the  PCal  model’s 
practical  uniqueness. 

Unlike  the  nation’s  other  31  Entrepreneurship  centers, 
which  cater  primarily  to  “wanna-be”  entrepreneurs,  our 
center  is  geared  to  those  already  in 
business  on  a  full-time  basis — 
those  making  the  type  of  short- 
and  long-term  decisions  that 
figure  to  impact  the  success 
of  their  enterprise. 

Making  good  decisions 
Teaching  those  business  people 
how  to  make  the  right  decisions 
is  a  simple  explanation  of  what  the 
Purdue  Calumet  Entrepreneurship  Center  is  designed  to  do. 

“We  believe  there’s  a  fundamental  basis  of  knowledge  that  all 
entrepreneurs  must  have  to  be  successful,”  PCal  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Professional  Studies  Gerald  Silver  said.  “Our  center 
is  intended  to  further  that  type  of  knowledge.” 

The  center  plans  to  do  so  via  an  intensive,  nine-month 
program  of  three  training  modules  and  a  consulting  prac- 
ticum.  The  modules  will  cover  such  topics  as  management, 
marketing,  accounting,  sales,  planning,  purchasing  and 
production  principles;  determining  sources  of  finance; 
costing;  cash  flow;  networking;  time  management;  hiring, 
training  and  managing  employees;  and  complying  with 
governmental  requirements. 

After  completing  the  core  program,  each  entrepreneur  will 
be  assigned  a  mentor  from  the  local  business  community. 
The  two  will  meet  regularly  for  a  year 

The  Entrepreneurship  Center  is  another  significant  step 
forward  for  Purdue  Calumet  and  the  northwest  Indiana/ 
Chicagoland  area.

When  asked  about  who 
the  hero  of  the  story  was,  Bell 
said:  “God.  He’s  the  one  who 
gave  me  the  power.”

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PUC  soccer  can’t  overcome  OT

The  Purdue  Calumet  men’s  soccer 
team  seems  to  love  playing  overtime 
games  lately,  as  they  played  yet  two 
more  last  week.  The  Lakers  lost  last 
Wednesday  4-3  at  Olivet  Nazarene 
and  tied  Concordia  3-3  Saturday  at 
home. 

The  Lakers  opened  Conference 
play  on  the  road  against  Olivet 
Nazarene  last  Wednesday.  The  first 
half  was  evenly  matched  as  Purdue 
and  Olivet  took  turns  controlling  the 
tempo.  The  momentum  shifted  to 
Olivet  late  in  the  first  half  when 
Olivet’s  center  forward  scored  on  a 
beautiful  shot  from  twenty  yards  out. 
That  was  the  rally  score  of  the  half  as 
the  Lakers  trailed  at  halftime  1-0. 

The  second  half  started  much  like 
the  first,  as  both  teams  once  again  took 
turns  controlling  the  ball.  The  tide  was 
shifted  when  center  midfield  Momcilo 
Momcilovic  tied  the  game  at  1  mid¬ 
way  through  the  second  half. 
Momcilovic  struck  again  ten  minutes 
later  as  he  drilled  a  shot  past  the  goalie 
to  give  the  Lakers  their  first  lead  of  the 


day,  2-1. 

The  lead  was  short  lived,  as  Olivet 
responded  with  just  under  ten  minutes 
remaining  to  tie  the  game  at  2. 
Regulation  play  ended  in  a  2-2  tie  as 
the  Lakers  hoped  to  regain  the 
momentum  they  had  earlier. 

Olivet  came  out  strong,  scoring  a 
goal  minutes  into  the  first  half  of  over¬ 
time  to  give  Olivet  a  3-2  lead.  Olivet 
wasn’t  finished  yet,  they  scored  five 
minutes  later  to  give  themselves  some 
breathing  room.  Purdue  Calumet’s 
only  goal  in  OT  came  when  an  Olivet 
defender  deflected  a  pass  into  his  own 
goal  with  twelve  minutes  remaining. 
The  Lakers  had  numerous  opportuni¬ 
ties  in  the  final  minutes,  including  two 
that  hit  the  post,  but  in  the  end  Olivet 
won  4-3. 

Next  up  for  PUC  was  Concordia, 
Wisconsin,  as  the  Lakers  hoped  to 
avenge  their  loss  earlier  in  the  week. 
Concordia  greeted  the  Lakers  early 
with  a  goal  from  thirty  yards  out  that 
was  misjudged  by  goalie  Brian 
Edwards,  putting  Concordia  up  1-0. 
PUC’s  leading  scorer,  Zlatko  Poposki, 
tied  the  game  at  1  with  two  minutes 
remaining  in  the  first  half  on  a  free 
kick.

the  tempo,  but  to  no  avail,  because 
Concordia  scored  again,  putting  them 
up  2-1  midway  through  the  second 
half.  The  Lakers  kept  their  pressure  up 
and  with  under  two  minutes  remaining 
Momcilovic  took  a  pass  from  Jerry 
Rodriguez  and  scored  the  tying  goal. 

For  the  second  time  in  as  many 
games,  the  Lakers  went  to  overtime. 
The  first  half  was  sloppy  as  both  teams 
had  trouble  getting  anything  going.  In 
the  second  half  of  OT,  the  Lakers 
began  to  take  control  again  and  with 
five  minutes  remaining  Allen  Johnson 
scored  on  a  chip  pass  from  yours  truly 
to  give  the  Lakers  a  3-2  lead  and  what 
seemed  to  be  the  victory. 

However,  quicker  than  you  can  say 
Momcilovic,  Concordia  tied  the  game 
3-3  with  less  than  two  minutes  left. 
The  Lakers  appeared  shocked  after  the 
game  letting  victory  slip  through  their 
fingers  in  the  closing  minutes. 

After  the  game  Sophomore  Jesse 
Ahlers  gave  his  thoughts  on  the  out¬ 
come. 

“I  thought  we  played  pretty  well  as 
a  team-nobody  panicked,  we  showed 
composure  for  the  first  time  all  year.  It 
looks  like  the  team  has  finally  accept¬ 
ed  each  other.’’ 

Purdue  Calumet  (2-4-1)  has  a  busy 
schedule  this  week  that  includes:  Fair 
Haven  Baptist,  the  Indiana  Institute  of 
Technology  and  Trinity  Christian,  all 
on  the  road.
